Mr. Smith stated that building | 
and other projects of a public ere 
ture will be financed 80 per cent 
through this new program and 
that the administration will even 
go 100 per cent for labor and ma- 
terials if any city or other organ- 
ization feels unable to pay the 20 
per cent.
